«ondacted, and governed by stringent 
statutory laws protecting the interests 
of its depositors. In almost every coun- 
ty in the Eastern States they have 
Savings Banks in successful operation, 


and in every instance, their economical 


and beneficial influence is seen in the 
fnereased frugality and industry of the 
jaberiag classes. 

Many « now wealthy citizen of our 


- gountry, ean date the commencement of ‘ 
his collosal fortune to the day when he 


made, as @ poor young man, his first 
deposit of a few dollars in a Savings 
Bank. There are now at the East sev- 


eral of these institutions where deposits 


can be made in sums as low asa 
dime—and therefore called “Dime Sav- 
ings Banks”—whose deposits in the ag- 
gregate count up many millivns of dol- 
lars. 


The total amount of deposits in the 
Savings Institutions of the New Eng- 
land States and New York to-day, are 


far in exeeas of the deposits of all the 


other banking institutions in the balance 
of the States. 

The statutory laws of the States are 
so stringent in regard to the manage- 
ment of these banks that there 's no 
possibility of the depositors loosing 
their. earned money. Thatis as 
it should be everywhere; no institutions | 
of the kind-whould be permitted to ex- 
ist, whose getters-up are not held toa 
Strict accountability for the manner in 
which they manage the funds entrusted 


to their care, and from which, the de- 


positors can, at will, withdraw their de- 
porits without let or hinderance. The 
legislators of ourseountry have, for ob- 
vious reasons, bestowed unusual care 


iu framing laws governing this class of 


banking institutions. It is well known 
and generally understood, that the larg. 
er portion of their depositors are com- 
posed of a class of people, who have 
little or no knowledge of banking oper- 
ations, and, as @ consequence, more lia- 
ble te be duped and victimized by de- 
signing, specious men. 
_ We have often wondered that no ef- 
fort has been made to establish a Sav- 
ings Bank here in our city; judging by 
the experience of cther places, we can- 
not see why it should not prove a suc- 
cess, always providing, that the statu- 
tory laws governing its operation, should 
be so framed as to leave no loop hole 
for its managers to escape punishment, 
in case of a misapplication of its funds. 
Let there be no limit fixed as to the 
amallness of sums received, and many a 
youngster will open an aceount with it, 
aad acquire an economical saving habit 
that will last him for the balance of his 
‘days, and very likely lay the foundation

It was rumored on the street yester- 
day afternoon that A. M. Chappelle, a 
| well known real éstate dealer and cap- 
itatist had committed suicide, and it was 
thought he wae the person who was 
seen tojump from theferry boat Washoe, 
Saturday evening while she was on her 
way to Oakland. Facts have been de- 
veloped since that evening which indi- 
cate that person to have been Mr, Chap- 
pelle. He started for Oakland about 1 
o’clock. At his departure from home 
he kissed his -vife affectionately and bid 
her adieu. He then went to the office 

of G. T. Knox and called him aside. 
After a moment's conyersatiun he re- 
marked—‘“Well, George, I am goi 
over; God bless you; good-by” At 
Oakland he wrote a note to Mr Knox, 
which he sealed and left at Bamber's 
as ofice. He then. came back, 
did not go home, but started for Oak- 
land again on the6 P.M. boat. The 
letter is to be withheld from publication 
by Mr. Knox till the remains shall have 
been recovered and an inquest held. In 
the letter he announced his full inten- 
tion to commit suicide by drowning. 
Last year he held the office of Vice 
President of the Society of California 
Pioneers. He leaves a wife, but no 

children. His death has created a pro- 
found sensation among a large circle of 
friends and acquaintances 

A cold blooded murder was committed 
at Oakland this morning, the victim of 
which was police officer Richardson. 
It appears that a negro, whose name 
is given as Thomas, had a difficulty 
with some man about a lot of land, and 
a Warrant was issued for his arrest.
